REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims address a 
beam hardening post-processing method (independent claims 1 and 2) and an X-ray CT 
apparatus with beam hardening correction where sinograms are acquired of a phantom offset 
from the imaging center, corrected for beam hardening, fitting the corrected image, and fitting 
the fitted data an all views using an independent variable for each channel to creating a 
correction function. This feature is neither shown nor fairly suggested in the prior art.
